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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The cited references adequately anticipate and 
obviate the claimed method. Applicant argues that the Inaba reference fails to teach forming a sacrificial contact because silicon nitride, 
and not a conductive material, is used as the sacrificial material. The term "sacrificial contact" is broad in nature and at least one 
reasonable interpretation is that a sacrificial contact is a material used in a contact area solely for the purpose of protecting the contact 
area during device processing with the sacrificial contact material then being removed to form the electrical contact. If applicant wishes 
to limit the sacrificial contact to a conductive material the claims must be amended to reflect this limitation. However, such an 
amendment would be a new limitation that would require further consideration after conclusion of the prosecution and thus a Request for 
Continued Examination (RCE) would be required. 
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
